States. A supply of currant cuttings 
can be obtained in almost any neigfi-' 
tiorhood for nothing or for the trouwe 
of pruning the bushes. Their increase 
into tho dimensions of bearing bushes 
and thoir productiveness will depend 
almost 
entirely • on the amount ol 


manure that is applied to them. II 
some of the bushes arc planted whera 
tho soil is very poor and the ground is 
allowed to grow up to grass and weeds, 
md others are placed where tho soil is 
naturally rich, is kept well supplied 
with manure and free from weeds and 
grass, the difference will be so great 
'ttween them in a few years that a 
stranger . would

There 
are as many seeds in a very small cur- 
rant as in a very large ono. It is much 
easier to gather a bushel of currants il 
.lie clusters are long and the berries 
arc large than if the reverse is tho case, 


f currants are very large they are ad- 
uirable to eat without being cooked. 
)uly bushes that are in a good growing 
condition will produce large crops o) 
ine fruit. 
Their growth will depend 


chiefly on tho amount of manure that 
s applied to them. The early part ol 
be fall is the best time to apply manure 
o currant bushes and to asparagus 
and rhubarb plant. Well-rotted stablt 
manure is as good a fertilizer as can b« 
"mind. If applied near tho surface ol 
he ground the soluble portions of il 
viil be carried about the roots by tin 
all and spring rains. The application 
f manure iu tho fall will cause th< 
ushes and plants to commence grow 
ng as soon as the frost has left the 
;ronad iu tho spring. — Chicago Times.
